The following was a conversation (at last) with the 'Grandfather of Punk' 
Charles Harper. 


WHY DID THE URBAN DOGS FORM, WAS IT 'COS YOU WANTED TO KEEP ON THE ROAD 
WHILE THE UK SUBS WERE RESTING? 

No, No, Nol It was a chance to play the heavier stuff that didn't fit in 
with The Subs. 

DO YOU PREFER IT NOW TO THE EARLY PUNK DAYS? 

Yeah, it's a lot better. You don't get people asking for bits of your clothes 
snd earrings, and you get a lot less trouble at gigs, and there's great 
venues like this one. It's dead handy for the chippy next door. 

THE MOTIVATOR EP GOT A LOT OF GOOD REVIEWS IN ZINES AND THE MUSIC PRESS. 

A LOT OF PEOPLE THINK IT WAS THE BEST THING YOU RELEASED IN THE LAST 
10 YEARS. DO YOU AGREE? 

Yeah, it got a lot of good reviews. That makes a change, but I was a bit 
pissed off 'cos 1 didn't realise The Boys had released 'Auld Lang Syne'. 

They started it of slow, then speeded it up as well. Yeah, 1 was happy 
with the EP overall. 

ARE YOU HAPPY WITH THE NEW LP, AND WHY SO MANY LIVE LPS? 

No, I'm never happy with them. When I hear them I chink they could've been 
done better. But some of the Cracks on Che live LP, people said some of 
the songs sounded better than ever. I prefer live LPs 'cos they are more 
natural sounding. You get a better idea of what we sound like, as 
opposed Co studio albums. 

WHAT KEEPS YOU GOING? 

Booze! When I started going to gigs, I used to have a drink, and I thuught 
'I could do Chat', and it would pay for me beer money, so The UK Subs 
formed. The Urban Dogs get together now and then to do the odd tour.

Picnics are a haven 
for people wanting to sell tapes, elnes and records. Some folk just 
just use It as an excuse for a piss up but that's fine by me. But the 
ones who really piss me off are the tight hairy arsed bastards who 
nicked In the gig after the Blythe Punx Picnic. The bands had 
travelled all the way fr.m Glasgow hoping to break even then you get 
these hairy arsed people who wouldn't part with £1.50, the price of a 
couple of cans. But apart from this I've met some great people through 
Punx Picnics (Camilla and Gus to name a few). The only trouble I’ve seen 
la at Leeds a couple of years ago when the police decided to introduce 
their trungeons to a few punks heads which turned quite nasty. Also at 
Blythe there was a lass telling her boyfriend just exactly what she 
thought of him. In fact telling EVERYBODY. Although they were back 
together, so all's well In love and war. It’s a shame that there hasn't 
been as many picnics as last year and at least we've been lucky with the 
weather.

I was slagging off Alternative 
Tentacles t’uther day - The new Jello Blafra/DOA LP, costa £6.50 - Then 
someone said, "Well, that's how much LPs are nowadays". I thought, bugga me, 
how can anyone complain 'bout us charging £4 pp. By the way, the Jello LP 
is ace - but getting back to the point.

£300 In the bank and need to re-press the PVC EP, 01 POLLOI LP, 

COWBOY KILLERS LP, so really you've got to prioritise what you want to 
do - It's a constant drag not being able to afford to do things. We keep 

on Crying to Include booklets etc and the costs mount up - Anyway if we 

moan too loudly people will just think that we're trying to get the sympathy 
vote, so In short, yes there are money problems, but floating, and if we 
sink, tough cookies. In the great scheme of things, it matters not a hoot! 


WHAT KEEPS YOU GOING? 

Aha - what keeps us going? The 3 million dollar question - Well, for 75Z 
of the time, it's very enjoyable, even chough I'm probably the world's most 
untidy person. I love organising Che releasing, putting together, the 
propaganda sheets etc. It's great to hear from folk all over this and ocher 
countries. Punk rock consists of some great, weird, colourful characters, 
so It's nice to know some of 'em through doing Che label. Knowing that 
you had summat to do with getting some, what I feel, great music over to 
more people, it's sometimes worth all the hassle. 


WHAT'S THE LABEL'S WORST AND BEST SELLER? 

Well, not including the latest 2 (we haven't sold hardly any of those YET !) 
The best seller has been the HERE TODAY HERE TOMORROW split EP. standing 
at 1,750, but KOYAANISQATS will soon be the title holder 1 reckon. The 
worst was W0W2 FIRST CUTS ARE THE DEEPEST compilation EP, closely followed 
by W0W6 ACTS OF DESPERATION, neither of which broke 800 - that's not to 
say that 800 people bought 'em. Somehow we shifted over a 1,000 of each, 
but a lot of folk never paid up. 


WHAT'S YOUR PERSONAL FAVOURITE? 

It usually turns out that the latest is the personal fave - Overall, I'd 
say "KOYAANISQATS", cuz that's when people started to take a real interestj 
in WOW, plus it was our first go at doing an LP. I like everything we 
release - Some labels might say then never play their own releases, but 1 
do constantly. 


WHAT'S THE FUTURE FOR WOW? 

The future holds death for me and denuraerisation on a massive scale, but as 
far as WOW is concerned, a new mini LP by the COWBOY KILLERS whlcli is gonna 
be a real killer rad piece of plastic, a 10" by PLEASANT VALLEY CHILDREN 
whlch'll Include a great big booklet filled with bits 'n' pieces that only 
Hr Pig Havok could fill a book with, a compilation LP called "MIND POLLUTION 
VOLUME ONE". A sort of show case for the label, all unreleased tracks, an 
01 POLLOI LP consisting of deleted and hard to get trax, a GODDOREAH EP 
and hopefully, tentlve plans for a bit of an Xmas Special EP - TOP SECRET 
-news - No dates for any of those though!

Life In Middlesbrough. Is there life In Middlesbrough I hear you ask? Well for a 
start we have the greatest football team the world has ever seen since Halifax. We 
also have The Middlesbrough Music Collective who have a good recording studio and 
rehearsal room. They also put bands on The Empire (a pub!) every Monday for a 
pound or a pound fifty at the most. Unfortunately unless it's an established band 
like SNUFF, SENSELESS THINGS, THATCHER ON ACID or BLYTHE POWER people here won't 
go and if they do they just spend all night moaning. When DANBERT NOBACON played 
everyone just talked through his set. If they weren't going to listen, why didn't 
they stay downstairs and savedthelr pound fifty? When FUAL played here only 
about six people turned up and me and ray girlfried were four of them {sorry Bev). 
Which was their loss, 'cos they were one of the best bands to have played there 

in years. When PLEASANT VALLEY CHILDREN played I was talking to one punk who 

said punk's a lot better now that you don’t get fashion punks with their 12" 
splkey hair and studded Jackets. He had dreadlocks and a pair of army trousers that 
had seen better days and guess what his mates were all wearing? Yes you've guessed 
it. Then you get THE Straight Edge Mob. OK, I agree that Straight Edge could have 
been a good idea and if that's the way you choose to go, well that's fine by me. 

But what I don’t like Is every time I go the bar I get dirty looks and I've even 
been threatened for buying a pint. If I want to have the odd pint or twelve 
theni think that's upto me as long as I'm not hurting anybody and only abusing 
myself I see no great problem. Apart from The Empire there isn't anywhere else 
for gigs. Chaplin's put on the odd gigs every seven years. Then there's the 

Town Hall who put gigs on regularly like THE SHADOWS, THE DRIFTERS, DAVID ESSEX 

and not forgetting THE NOLAN SISTERS!!!!!!! I was going to review that one for 
the zlne. Middlesbrough Is a very friendly town. The punks can walk into any 
pub In town and your local trendies welcome you with open arms. They wouldn't 
dream of hitting you 'cos you dress and think different.* Nearly as friendly as 
Sunderland's defence who give lots of points away. We also have 674 million stray 
dogs. Guess what the kids got round here for Christmas. Then there's our local 
'Police Force' who arrest you for eating chips. Don't they do a great job? 

The only decent record shops in Middlesbrough are Alan Fearnley's but he only 
sells what he wants and he promises to get you stuff and never does. Then there's 
The Record Mart which la ok if you're a Nazi Scum empty headed bastard which 
will supply you with your SCREWDRIVER records.

IT’S BEEN A LONG TIME SINCE THELASTLP. WERE YOU HAPPY WITH IT OR DO YOU 
PREFER 'YOU SUCK'? AND WHICH ONE SOLD THE MOST? 

We all prefer 'SINKING' to 'YOU SUCK' because basically it's a lot better 
in all departments such as song writing, production, lyrics etc, and it 
shows Che progression we've achieved since the release of 'YOU SUCK'. 
'SINKING' has sold nearly 2,500 copies at the moment but Dlasldence Records 
has just released It in France on LP/CD/Casaette so if they all eventually 
sell at Che total figure will be 6,500 copies. 'YOU SUCK’ sold 2,500 copies 
and there are only a few left in various places. 


If people think we sound American then that's their obvious personal oplnloi 
and we don't really mind that. Most people label us as a US aCyle hardcore 
band because that is where we draw our biggest influences from musically, a< 
the comparisons are to be expected. But we certainly ain't a rip~off of an; 
US band and we feel we are now steadily forming a sound of our very own and 
I Chink we've gone a long way in capturing that sound on our new album 
'SOUL FINDER' which has Just been released on Full Circle Records in the UK 
and Blasting Youth In Europe. 


HDQ HAVE PLAYED IN LOTS OF COUNTRIES. WHY DO YOU THINK EUROPE IS SO BETTER 
THAN HERE AND DO YOU STILL ENJOY PLAYING HERE?

HAVE HDQ AS A BAND ACHIEVED YOUR GOAL AND ANY FUTURE PLANS? 

Aa for goals, well If the ups and downs of HDQ were a football match we would 
setting hammered four goals to one and we've used both our substitutes. 
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The UK Subs are my fave band so you can Imagine my excitement when I heard 
the Urban Dogs were playing Leeds. The support band were called Bastard 
and they were metal heads so It would be unfair for me to review them 
'cos as you all know, I don't like that sort of noise. I would much rather 
listen to what the DJ was playing (Snuff, The Senseless Things to name a 
few). 

Well back to Charlie and the boys. It may be 1990 but he still plays with 
as much enthusiasm as ever, putting every ounce of energy Into each song. 

He did a great cover of "Now I Wanna Be Your Dog" that got the dance floor 
packed with people pogolng and not running around In circles. 

The best moment, for me was when he sang "New Barbarians" and some fat, ugly 
punk got on stage and sang it with him (I’ll give you two guesses who). 

They finished off with a few Subs nunbers, then they were gone. So I 
walked through a misty Leeds feeling totally content, well it wasn't really 
misty I Just added that bit. 


THE MEN THEY COULDN'T HANG - TEESSIDE POLYTECHNIC 

The Hen were supposed to be playing Newcastle University, but cancelled for 
some reason, so the Poly snapped them up. The Poly was packed out and we had 
to wait until 9.30 for the doors to open. When finally Inside there were 
student, aklns, metallers, punks, goths, quite a good mixture. I didn't think 
much of the support band, not my scene, can't even remember their name. 

The Men didn't appear until 11.00 and were greeted with a big roar and they 
went Into their set, old and new. They sang all me old faves like 'Dancing on 
the Pier , Ghosts of Cable Street'. 'The Bells'. 'Back to Coventry’, ’Colours’ 
and Shirt of Blue , which went down well. They also sang some great tracks 
from their new LP - The Domino Club, 'Great Expectations' and 'The Lion and 
the Unicorn to name but a few. The Men have to be seen live to be 
appreciated. On the night I though they were excellent and most people seemed 
to enjoyed themselves and It was only £3.00 to get in. It made a good change 
from the usual bands I go and see.
